Camera Made Bes Reliefs. 

Carlos Baese, an Italian civil engi- 
heer, has originated a method by which 
bag-reliefs of the face may be obtain- 
ed through the camera which lok as 
though they were photographs of-sculp- 
tures. The basic idea behind the pho 
tosculpture is that fact well known to 
photographers that a plate of gelatin, 
sensitized with bichromate, will swell 
in water and that it loses this property 
in proportion to the amount of light 
which is permitted to strike it. Signor 
Baese ‘therefore projects the photo 
gtaph upon such a film through two 
other plates, which are necessary to 
secure the proper illumination of the 
face. First he throws a powerful light 
upon the salient parts of the face and 
procures a negative. Then he casts the 
light upon the remoter parts of the 
countenance and obtains a positive. 
These plates, positive and. negative, are 
placed together, and the light, passing 
through them strikes the ‘sensitized 
gelatin plate, and the bas-relief is the

In 
cities it is proposed to allow one saloon 
for every 176 persons, and in country dis- 
tricts one saloon for every 400 persons. 
This regulation, it isestimated, will wipe 
out in the heigh borbood of 30,000 licenses 
abont one third of the present total. 

The bill proposed that this reduction 

be affected within twenty years.’ Local 
option is to govern the issuance of new 
licenses, and a majority of the parochial 
electors is sufficient to prohibit the 
granting of a license.

THE NIGHTINGALE. 


Coleridge’s Defense of the Songster as 
Not a Melancholy Bird. 

The traditional view of the nightin- 
gale’s song is supremely given in the 
famillar lyric by Richard Barnefield.' 
Here the poet finds the forlorn bird, 
with “ber breast up-till a thorn,” ear- 
oestly pouring forth her melodious sor- 
cow. Milton in his juvenile sonnet 
apostrophizes the ineffable singer as 
giving forth notes that portend success 
tn love, and when he comes to de- 
scribe sober pleasures in “Il Pense- 
toso’”’ he appropriately finds the same 
strains “most musical, most melan- 
choly.” Against this Coleridge enters 
u vigorous protest in “The Nightingale; 
a Conversation Poem,” characteristic- 
ally advancing in the. following pas- 
sage a general truth and a specific 
criticism: 

A melancholy bird? Oh, idle thought! 

{n nature there is nothing melancholy. 

But some night wandering man whose 
heart was pierced 

With the remembrance of a grievous 
wrong 

Or slow distemper or neglected love 

{And so, poor wretch, filled all things with 
himself

Annotating this, the poet further fl- 
‘ustrates his philosophic acuteness and 
jtakes the opportunity of expressing 
\his loyalty to his eminent poetical pred- 
ecessor, “This passage in Milton,” the 
‘note runs, “possesses an excellence far 
‘superior to that of mere des¢ription. 
‘lt is spoken in the character of the 
melancholy man and bas therefore a 

ramatic propriety. The author makes

In a letter to Christopher North,

The foot of the pinnacle is easily 
accomplished, but thus far the steep 
sides of the 290 foot shaft have proved 
insurmountable, No doubt the time 
will come when the venturesome 
mountain climber will find a way, but 
many a failure is the record of the 
past.
